September 5.—(Special.)—A 
movement has been started here to organize 
a chorus in Georgia for the Cotton States 
a International exposition of 10,000 voices 
to be known as the “Dixte Chorus.” Those 
formulating the plan intend it to equal the 
great peace jubilee chorus of Boston when 
Patrick Gilmore organized and trained 
13.00 voices. Professor N. DuShane Clow- 
ard will leave for Atlanta in a few days to 
gubmit his specifications and plans to the 
exposition managers. 

professor Cloward is the leading must- 
cian of the capital and with the exception 
of Pat Gilmore, has organized and con- 
ducted the greatest choruses ever gotten 
together in America. His latest and most 
sicnal triumph was the organization of the 
centennial chorus here within the last 
vear. This chorus formed the chief por- 
tion of the exercises In front of the capitol 
on the one hundredth anniversary of the 
laying of the cornerstone of that structure. 
There were only 2,000 voices in this effort, 
hot he claims that he can easily get 10,000 
for the exposition. He has been preparing 
his plans for weeks and will start south 
now in a few days. He expects to make 
southern plantation melodies the basis of 
his chorus and in conjunction with these 
he will produce the plantation melodies 
and national songs of all the cotton-grow- 
ine countries of the world. He has many 
of them already transposed for choral

The wou f a mammoth one and is of 
general interest inasmuch as he will chain 
into musical form melodies which have 
never been printed and which since 
Dvorak’s prophecies on the music of the 
future, will be of inestimable value to the 
musical world in general. I called on Pro- 
fessor Cloward in the music temple today. 

“I did not wish anything printed about 
it,” he said, “until I had gone south and 
viewed the ground, so to speak, and con- 
sulted with those at the head of the move- 
ment. My plan can be carried through 
with hardly any outlay of money. Of 
course, I could mot hope to get the 10,000 
voces In Atlanta nor would I wish to, as 
1 understand that the exposition has a 
much broader scope. My plans call for the 
organization of chora? divisions all over 
the state, and I am now at work studying 
the best points to locate them, 
give me a complete railroad circuit through- 
out the state. In my chorus here I had 
fifty assistants, who aided me in forming 
my divisions. I shall need as many more 
in Georgia. 

“T have settled upon Augusta, Savan- 
nah, Brunswick, Macon, Columbus, Dalton, 
Rome and Thomasville as centers so far. 
I expect to be able to get a nucleus of 500 
Voices in Atlanta. I shall spend my time 
going from place to place organizing and 
rehearsing the divisions. Then finally, by 
securing reduced rates and excursion 
trains, bring a portion of all the divisions 
to Atlanta for two or three rehearsals. 
By charging a moderate admission fee for 
these rehearsals almost the entire ex- 
of organizing the chorus can be 
made.

THE BALANCE OF POWER, 


The Populists Claim That They Will 
Hold It in the Next Senate. 
Washington, September 5.—The populists 
here are claiming that great results will 
follow in the western states from Senator 
Jones's defection from the republican party. 
They claim that Idaho will go for the pop- 
ulists, but Senator Dubois, who leaves for 
the west tonight, denies this, and also as- 
serts that neither himself nor any other 
western senator will follow Mr, Jones’s 

example. 

The other states which will elect senators 
this fall, and which, It is claimed, will be 
more or less affected by the action of Sen- 
ator Jones, are Colorado, Montana and Wis- 
consin. It is within the range of possibili- 
ties that all of the states may have legis- 
latures controlled by populists, and instead 
of sending back republican senators will 
elect populists. Colorado has already been 
carried by the populists. The memovers of 
the house of representatives from Colorado 
belong to that party. 

In Wyoming the legislature chosen two 
years ago failed tu elect a successur to 
Senator Warren because the populists held 
the balance power, and a combination could 
not be formed between either of the par- 
ties, none having a majority of the legisla- 
ture. The same was true of Montana, 
where a successor to Senator Sanders could 
not be chosen. 

It is asserted by republican senators 
that when congress reassembles, a motion 
will be carried in the republican caucus to 
remove Jones from the finance committee 
and to replace him by a republican silver 
free coirage advocate. When Jones’s col- 
league, Stewart, some time ago announced 
his withdrawal from the republican party 
he held a place on the committee on ap- 
proportions. He was removed and Teller 
put in his place. The populists clhim that 
with the election of Tillman from South 
Carolina and such accessions to their ranks 
as seem to them now absolutely’ certain, 
they will hold the balance of power in the 
senate in the future. 


ARRESTING THE OFFICERS, 


The Mississippi Warrants Are No 
Longer Taken by the Banks. 
Washington, September 5.—Ch‘ef Hazen, 
of the treasury secret service, received a 
telegram today. announcing the arrest in 
St. Louis, Mo., this morning, of Secretary 
Smith, of the St. Louis Bank Note Company. 


This company, it will be recalled, printed and 


engraved the five-dollar and two-dollar war- 
rants of the state of Mississipp!, which bore 
to United States 
money. The president of the company will 
be arrested when he returns to St. Louis, 
and Agent Holmes, of the company, who 
is in charge of the Chicago branch, will also 
be looked after. In the meantime the 
United States district attorney at Jack- 
son, Miss., is preparing a case against the 
state officials of Mississippi. Governor 
Stone and others, in the same case. The 
Mississippi officials refused to cal] in the 
warrants, but the fact that they have been 
declared illegal by the general government 
has, it is said, had the effect of destroy- 
ing “public confidence in them as money, 
and the banks refuse longer to take them. 


THEY WANT THE PLATES. 


Uncle Sam’s Agent Demands Them of 
the Governor. 

Jackson, Miss., September 6.—W. J. 
Burns, the special agent of the secret ser- 
vice bureau cf the treasury department, 
who has been here for nearly two months, 
today made formal demand upon the gov- 
ernor and auditor for the surrender of the 
plates upon which the  spe@ial warrants 
were printed, over which the controver- 
sy between the treasury department 
and the state of Mississippi has 
arisen. Mr. Burns (first called upon 
the governor, who declined to surrender 
the plates, and then on Auditor Stone, who 
likewise declined. : 

Mr. Burns stated that-.he had performed 
his duty by making the demand as direct- 
ed and had nothing further to do but make 
his report and await further orders. 

In conversation with Governor Stone to- 
night he said it had never been his inien- 
tion to violate any United States statute 
or to defy the authority of the government, 
but to carry out, in good faith, the statute 
of the state of Mississippi and to perform 
his duty under that law as he understood 
it. 

Governor Stone further says that he does 
not believe any United States statute has 
been violated, but expresses perfect willing- 
ness to abide by the decision of the courts in 
the premises. It is believed the plates are 
wanted in evidence in a suit against a 
St. Louis banknote company, which printed 
the warrants. 


WILSON GOES TO EUROPE. 


The Professor Is Still in Poor Henlth 
and Needs Rest. 

New York, September 5.—The Hon, Wil- 
liam L. Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the house of represen- 
tatives, was a passenger on the American 
liner Paris, which sailed for Southampton 
this morning. Mr. Wilson said before gail- 
ing that he was going abroad in order to 
recuperate from the severe strain of his 
congressional labors. 

“IT am going to London, where I shall 
knock around for about ten days, and then 
come home, I am only going in order to 
make a sea voyage, which my doctor tells 
me will do me more good than anything 
else that I can do. As soon a8 I return I 
shall plunge at once into the thickest of 
the political campaign, and I ghall - cer- 
tainly need all the strength I-can get.” —

The fact 
is that Miss Winnie Davis is opposed to 
woman suffrage, but were she in favor of 
it, she could never contemplate joining a 
party which has so bitterly reviled her 
father, to‘say nothing of its hostility to her 
people.

DEBS 18 700 SICK 10 ATTEND 


Judge Wood Orders the Hearing to 
Proceed Without Him. 


TRIAL BY JURY IS REFUSED THEM 


The Judge Holda That Contempt of Court 
Is Not a Matter for a Jury, and 
He Will Deal with It.’ 


Chicago, September 5.—The contempt cases 
against Eugene V. Debs, George W. How-- 


ard, Sylvester Kelliher, L. W. Rogers, James | 


Hogan, W. E. Burns, Leroy M. Goodwin, ; 


W. J. Elliott and J. F. McVean, directors* 


of the American Railway Union, came up in- 
the United States circuit court this morn- 


ing before Judge Woods. The defendang® : 


are accused of violating the injunction is- 
sued by Judges Woods and Grosscup dure 
ing the recent strike, wh.ch restrained the 
American Railway Union and all others 
from any interference with the mails or 
with interstate commerce. It is alleged 
particularly in the cases of the officers of 
the union that’ the injunction was repeated- 
ly violated by sending telegraphic orders to 
strike and in other ways. All of the de- 
fendants filed answers in which they de- 
nied specifically the charges preferred. Over 
one hundred witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed by the governent and the array of 
legal talent on both sides is a brilliant one. 
Ex-District Attorney Milichrist and Edwin 
F’. Walker will lead the prosecution, while 
W. W. Erwin and S. 8S. Gregory will ap- 
pear for the defendants. 

At the opening of court this morning At- 
torney Erwin, for the defendants, announced 
that ali were in court with the’exception of 
President Debs, who was declared to be ill 
at 6949 Princeton avenue, in this city. The 
court decided that Mr. Debs’s presence was 
not necessary. Edwin F. Walker, 
counsel for the government, told the court 
that since July 25th, from which date the 
contemnt proceedings were continuews sup- 
piemental information had been filed against 
Hogan, Burns and others. At that time the 
judge on the bench denied a motion made 
by the defendants Debs, Howard, Kelliher 
and Rogers to dismiss the charges. Attor- 
ney Gregory stated that supplemental cases 
would be proceeded with the same way, a 
motion to dismiss them being before the 
court. These are the cases of the re- 
maining directors. Mr. Gregory said he be- 
lieved the court would, of course, deny the 
motion and the court said he would, and if 
he found on examining supplemental in- 
formation any reason for a different decree 
from that in the original cases he would 
change his decree accordingly. 

Gregory then moved for a trial by jury, 
but Judge Woods denied it on the ground 
that this was not a criminal proceeding. 
Ex-District Attorney Milchrist read the 
supplemental information. At fhis point

of the Santa Fe road, which is one of the’ 
roads alleged to:have been injured by the 
actions of the defendants. Various legal 
points were raised, but Judge Woods de- 
clined to listen to quivbling. He said: ‘‘The 
essence of all these cases is whether the 
defendants have violated an injunction is- 
sued by the United States court. That is 
the important point in this case.”” The 
court decided that all of the cases against 
the various defendants should be tried as 
one and the case of the Santa Fe should 
go along with those of the government 
and witnesses for one be considered as 
witnesses for both. 

The first witness called was Edwin M. 
Mulford, manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. He was asked to pro- 
aQuce certain telegrams in court, but re- 
fused to do so until the court ruled on it. 
The ecourt ruled that they must be pro- 
duced. Then a number of objections were 
made by the counsel for the defense op 
technical points. They fought every step 
of the -way and it was evident that there 
would be a bitterly contested legal] battie. 
Finally the witness was permitted to read 
telegrams which passed between Deba and 
Phelan. Objections were offered t¢ all tel- 
egrams on the ground that they were not 
sufficiently identified 

At the afternoon session the examination 
of Mr. Mulford was continued. Numerous 
other telegrams, signed “E. V, Debs,’’ were 
produced. The witness had no Knodledge of 
any of them, save that they were filed in 
the telegraph office. Judge Woods said the 
government would have to offer supple- 
mentary evidence to prove that the tele- 
grams were actually sent by the defendant, 
Debs. All were paid for by the American 
Railway Union, and bore initials showing 
they were sent from the Revere house, 
where Debs boarded at the time the mes- 
sages were went. A telegram was read 
from Division Superintendent Seal, of the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, asking Debs to 
‘‘please release the boycott” on that road. 
To this, Debs replied that he would do so if 
the road was not a member of the General 
Managers’ Association. On being assured 
it was not, Debs raised the state of siege 
on the Mobile and Ohio road, 

When court adjourned until tomorrow, 
Mr. Mulford was still on the stand. 


TAILARS AND KNIGHTS FALL OUT. 


Twenty-one Thousand Men Called 
Out of the Strike. 

New York, September 5.—The third day 
of the big clothing workers’ strike opened 
today with a small altercation between 
the strikers belonging to the United Broth- 
erhood of Tailors and the men in charge 
of the headquarters of the local assembly, 
No. 465, Knights of Labor, at No. 89 Suf- 
folk street. 

The brotherhood tailors are angry wttb 
the Knights of Labor tailors because they 
refuse to join them in the strike. They 
began hostilities in front of the headquar- 
ters by abusing those in charge of the office. 
Sticks, refuse and other missiles were 
hurled through the windows, compeuing 
those inside to close the shutters. The 
strikers were finally dispersed by a police- 
man. ) 

It was said this morning at the head- 
quarters of the United Brotherhood of Tail- 
ors that the strike was progressing favora- 
bly for the strikers. There are now 14,000 
men out in New York city alone. In Brook- 
lyn, including Brownsville, not a machine 
is in operation. It-is estimated that 7,000 
are out, making a total for both cities of

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NBW HORRORS TOLD. 


Messengers Coming in from the Back 


Country Tell of Suffering. 
MANY LIVE WHO ARE HALF ROASTED 


The Halt Lead the Blind Out of the 
Desolats Wastes. 


SMOKE HIDES THE SUN FROM VIEW 


At Some Points It Was Impossible to See 
More Than Twenty Feet Away at 
Midday—Navigation Is Difficult. 


——— 


Pine City, Minn., September 5.—A courier 
rode into this city late yesterday afternoon 
with an urgent request that medica] aid 
and supplies be forwarded at once to Mora, 
@ small town: twenty miles west of here. 
The messenger, Henry Luther, said that a 
dozen refugees from Pokoma were dying 
for need of medicines. 

A call for volunteers was made and in 
ten minutes Drs. Norton, Perkins and Allen 
and Miss Maggie McLeod, a trained nurse 
from Toronto, Canada, who has been min- 
istering to the suffering here, announced 
that they were ready to go. A team of 
four horses was hitched to a farm wagon 
and at 5 o’clock the start was made. As 
the road was crossed by the trail of fire 
their way is extremely difficult, charred 
tree trunks blocking the way. 

The story told by the messenger brings 
to light hitherto unpublished horrors of the 
devastation. Mora itself escaped destruc- 
tion and the Htman beings whose lives are 
ebbing away in its limits received their 
injuries at Pikeville, nine miles to the 
north. Late Sunday night the leaders of 
those who fled from there arrived at Mora. 
They. were burned, but not badly. Never- 
theless, they kept Dr. Lewis, the only phy- 
sician in the neighborhood, busy and made 
serious inroads into his stock of liniments 
and medicines. 

All Monday they straggled in, but Mon- 
day night a band of fifteen half-cooked 
human beings stumbled into the village, 
more dead than alive. They had not had a 
mouthful to eat since Sunday afternoon and 
in their reason-bereft condition lost their 
way in the tangle of blackened stumps. 
One man with an eye burned out and the 


other nearly sightless, but despite his 
agony the strongest of the party, 
was carrying another whose feet had 


been burned off. A woman had taken off 
her skirt to keep the flies and mosquitoes 
from her bleeding head. Dr. Lewis did all 
he could to alleviate the agony of these un- 
fortunates, but his medicines gave out and 
finally he, after three days’ incessant work, 
succumbed and was unable to do more. 
Then the. appeal for aid was sent... The 
courier..also said six more bodies were 
found at Pokoma yesterday. There were 
113 inhabitants in Pokoma.. Twenty-two 
bodies of the dead have been found. 

Deer Barred in.Droves. 


Ashland, Wis., September 5.—Homestead- 
ers near Marengo report twenty-eight deer 
burned in one bunch, where they had hud- 
died together in a green thicket and suf- 
focated. Baked ribbits, partridges and por- 
cupines are numberless. In a district five 
miles square in the town of Marengo 
thirty-two homesteaders lost everything 
and but three houses remain. _ 

Provisions have already been sent to 
Marengo. Dispatches from Sanborn an- 
nounce today: ‘“‘This place is all right but 
it has been a hard fight. The town is full 
of refugees from the surrounding settle- 
ments. The majority of these people had 
to run for their lives and only saved the 
clothing they had on. There were about 
twelve or fifteen homesteaders between 
Sanborn and Bibon that were burned out 
and lost everything they had. There have 
been no hail trains through since Saturday 
and we do not expect any before next 
Friday or Saturday. James Morgan, who 
walked in from Shores Crossing last night, 
reports that place in a precarious co gii- 
tion again. Fires were burning up to with- 
in a few feet of the town last night, 
but the absence of wind gave the people a 
good fighting chance to save property.” 

The Brule correspondent telegraphed the 
foliowing tonight: “‘News just received of 
burning homsteads and logging camps 
along the lake shore north ef Brule. The 
citizens are constantly on the g@@tiook for 
fices.”” This is in the vicinity of Portwing 
and Cleavedau. 

Information from Portwing this morning 
is that nearly one-third of that place has 
been destroyed by the fires, but~the fire 
is advancing on other sides. The place is 
not yet out of danger. 

They Had Learnt by Experience. 

Iron River, a thriving town midway be- 
tween Ashland and Duluth, on the North- 
ern Pacific, has anticipated the march of 
the fire and sent out a small regiment of 
volunteer firemen this afternoon to cut off 
the flames by building back fires. Iron 
River was completely wiped out by the 
fire two. years ago, and the citizens are 
alert. Cleavedau, however, is the object 
of anxiety tonight. The Duluth South 
Shore and Atlantic railroad has a force of 
men laying @. new track where the long 
trestle was burned last Saturday near Ma- 
rengo. The foreman of the crew was call- 
ed upon for assistance last night, and took 
an engine a few miles down «ue line to 
Shiloh, where he rescued some section men 
who became surrounded by flames. It is 
not known how Shiloh has fared since. 

Fire Chief Scott, of the Ashland fire #>- 
partment, has been out ail day supervising 
the work of better protection againststhe 
advancement of the fires upon Ashland. A 
brisk wind. set in this afternoon causing 
considerable excitement and apprehension 
from fires. The path of the fires have 
thoroughly destroyed vegetation. Fires can 
be seen blazing from Ashland very plainly. 
It is almost impossible to extinguish them 
as the very roots of the trees burn and 
coals are imbedded beneath the trunks of 
the trees. It is dangerous to leave Ash- 
land for over three miles. The most criti- 
cal position of the day was between 11 and 
4 o'clock, when the wind was strongest.

IMPOSSIBLE TO SEE. 


The Smoke Se Dense That It Affects 
the Eyes. 

Duluth, Minn., September 5.—Reports stilf 
come in from towns to the southward re- 
porting fresh fires springing up. Early 
this morning it was reported from the rail- 
way junction and sawmill town of Carl- 
ton, twenty miles south of. here, that fire 
menaced the town, but later, after strenu- 
ous effortu, it was beaten back. Brief 
messages from surrounding towns are as 
follows: 

Cloquette, 10 a. m.—The smoke is so dense 
that it is impossible to see clearly twenty 
feet. Even buildings are indistinzuishable 
across the street. The smoke is sa dense 
that the pain resulting to the eyes is almost 
unbearable. 

Kerrick.—Fitres: surround the town, but 
there is no wind at present, and so long 
as quiet continues the town is safe. Most 
of the people have left. 

South Superior.—The fires near this town 
last night were all put out. Rumors are 
current here that Iron River, Wis., is burn- 
ing, but they are probably not correct. In 
this city the smoke is more dense and pun- 
gent, showing it to be from nearer fires 
than any yet. 

It is utterly impossible to distinguish even 
faint outlines of build'ngs 400 feet away. 
The appearance is that of the densest fog. 
and vessels arriving from down the lake 
report navigation a very serious matter 
and collisions barely avoidable. This smoke 
is believed to be from fires in brush and 
dead timber in the immediste vicinity of 
Duluth. In all about 600 refugees are now 
isted here by relief committees and the 
lists are not complete as yet. Nearly 200 
people have already been sent back to 
Hinckley and Sandstone, who are not in- 
cluded in the above iists. More will be sent 
down today. The temporary relief fund sub- 
scribed here grows and now reaches over 
$19,000, of which all but $00 from Two Har 
bors, a little village near here, comes from 
Duluth people. It is estimated that not 
less than $350,000 to $400,000 will be required 
to keep the poor people until they can get 
some raturns from their own labor on farms 
next summer. Many are going to work 
in this vicinity on railroads and in the 
woods and milis. On the arrival of a 
train over the Duluth, South Shore and 
Atlantic railroad at noon today came the 
statement that at the village of Marengo, 
ninety miles east of Duluth, bodies of 
six persons were found who had been burn- 
ed to death during the night. Offers of aid 
to sufferers, both in cash and goods, are 
coming in from distant states. Tacoma, 
Wash., telegraphs this morning asking if 
aid was needed, but was answered by the 
mayor that Minnesota would be able te 
take care of all and to rehabilitate the de- 
stroyed property to a large extent. 


Looking for the Bodies. 


Duluth, Minn., September 5.—A message 
from Putridge, on the Eastern Minnesota, 
states that at 6 o’clock this evening a spe- 
cial train left there for Duluth bearing the 
party of thirty explorers that left here two 
days ago under the leadership of W. T. 
Bailey to scour the country on both sides 
of the track into which no one else had 
penetrated. Bailey reports that he discov- 
ered twenty-three bodies of settlers scat- 
tered over a wide extent of country. Most 
of them were identified. They were all 
burid without even a box. Six children 
and two women, who were in a destitute 
condition, were found and are being brought 
in. On the train are also Mrs. Billedeau 
and Mrs. Lefevbre, each with two chil- 
dren, all of whom were picked up at Sand- 
stone. 

Nothing but a good wind is needed to 
fan the forest fires around Carlton, a place 
of 1,000, twenty-two miles west on the North- 
ern Pacific, into a blaze that would destroy 
the town. P 


The Fire in Canada. 

Winnipeg, Man., September 5.—Fire is 
burning on both sides of Rainy lake and 
along Rainy river. Large tracts of timber 
have been burned on the Canadian side. A 
woman and four children were burned to 
death. The fires jumped the Rainy river 
from the Minnesota to the Canadian side. 
All settlers back from Rainy river have 
been burned out, losing everything, and 
several lives have been lost. 


Number of Lives Lost. 

Pine City, Minn., September 5.—A careful 
estimate of the number of lives lost at 
Hinckley places the total at 275, and the 
total in the burned district at 626.

Dr. Cook’s Arctic Explorers Come fe 
Grief Early. 

North Sidney, N. B., September 6.—The 
fishing schooner Rigel, of Gloucester, Mass., 
arrived this morning with the passengers 
and crew of the ill-fated steamship Miranda, 
which left New York July 7th, carrying 
Dr. Cook’s arctic exploration party. 

The Miranda left Sukker Tappan, Green- 
land, August $th, for Holstenberg. The 
vessel struck a sunken rock outside of the 
harbor.

New Orleans, September 5,—Jack Demp- 
wey and Billy McCarthy, of Australia,fought 
tonight in the arena of th ditorium Ath- 
letic Club before a v large audience.

Dempsey was first to weigh, fixing the 
Bcales himself. He weighed in at 146 pounds. 
McCarthy tested the scales, weighing 154 
pounds, the exact limit. Time was called 
at 9:15 o’clock; the men advanced to the 
center of the ring and the fight was on 

First Round—Mack lied for the stomach. 
Dempsey missed right swing for the head, 
Both landed heavy swings on the head, 
Both men landed left on jaw and both scored 
heavy swings.

A Negro Suspect Was Caugdt in Madison 
Yesterday, but the Doctor Failed to 
Identify Him, and He Was Released.

A negro supposed to be the man who made 
the desperate attack upon Dr. R. G. Jack- 
son Tuesday night was arrested in Madi- 


son yesterday morning. He was brought 


to Atlanta last night and carried at once 
to the reoms of the doctor for indentifi- 
cation. In many respects the boy tallied 
with the description given to the detectives 
just after the shooting, but after looking 
at him for a while the wounded man 
said that He was not the negro. 

No other arrests were made during the 
day, but the detectives were busy looking 
into the matter and they have several im- 
portant clues which may lead to develop- 
ments today. The shooting and the cir- 
cumstances connected with it were the 
subject of general comment yesterday and 
there were many theories regarding the 
escape of the burglar, and the different 
phases of the affair. Patrolman Braselton, 
who was the first to reach the rooms after 
the shooting, gives an interesting account 
of his experience, 

“I met Jackson on the staircase ‘leading 
to his rooms,” hé said, “just before the 
shots were fired. He was alone and spoke 
in his usual pleasant way. I had stepped 
out on the sidewalk and was walking down 
Whitehall when I heard the shots. They 
were fired in rapid succession and I could 
not say how many there were, but I should 
judge about nine or ten, 

“T rushed up to the place at once and 
found the doctor at the head of the stair- 
case on the third floor. He was lying on 
his side. ‘They’ve murdered me. They’ve 
murdered me!’ he was saying and I ran 
to his room at once. The place was full of 
smoke and the curtain in the middle of the 
room’ was ablage. I had to stop to put this 
out. before I *a anything else, As I was 
standing at the bottom of the staircase and 
saw no one go out, it occurred to me at 
once that the man who did the shooting 
was in the house and I started out to look 
for him. Both parts of the window in the 
office were pushed down and the glass was 
broken in the middle as if scattered by a 
pistol ball or pushed out by some one’s 
elbow. A quick as I could I pushed 
the remaining glass out with my stick and 
jumped out on the roof. I could see no 
one, and went back to get a lantern.,About 
this time some one had reached the doctor, 
and they were lifting him into the room. 
The furniture in the office was very much 
disordered, and it looked like there had 
been a hard fight there.” 

It is thought by those who made inves 
tigation yesterday that the burglar was 
shot. In all, ten shots were fired, and up 
to this time only seven can be acevunted 
for. Two balls still remain in the doctor. 
One struck in the ceiling juet abuve the 
place where the fight occurred, two lodged 
in the cabinet and were taken out yester- 
day, another went through the cver and 
buried itself in the wall by the #levutor 
shaft; still another went iato the feor. 
It was impossible to find traces ef any 
more balls yesterday. 

Dr. Jackson passed the day comfortably) 
and was seen by many of his friends. Last: 
night he wished to give several directions 
concerning the case, and call atention to’ 
certain important facts. He asked that a’ 
detective be telephoned for, ang Detective: 
Green responded, 

During the day there had been many wild 
reports concerning the affair, and many 
were inclined to give it a mysterious color- 
ing. Theories of various kindg were hatch- 
ed up by those who doubted the story of 
the burglar. These reports had reached the 
doctor, and he was much incensed. Con- 
cerning the report in the afternoon paper. 
which openly expressed a doubt ag to the 
truth of his statement, he was enraged, 
and did not hesitate to express himself em- 
phatically. “I am very much surprised,” 
he said, “that a paper should publish such 
a report without investigating the affair. 
I am positive that no representative of the 
paper came to my room. At least, he did 
not make himself known ag such, and, un- 
der such circumstances, the facts should 
not have been so distorted. These grave 
insinuationg were published without excuse 
or palliation, ands while no direct charges 
were made, still these insinuationg are un- 
just and cowardly. 

‘Now, as to the party being a burglar, 
the least investigation would have resulted 
in settling that point quickly, and beyond 
question. I have had men to call on me 
today. who say that they saw a man es- 
caping from the roof, and that that man 
was a negro,”’ 

The doctor further stated that, if he had 
an enemy who would attack him with such 
ferocity and determination to murder him, 
he was ignorant of the fact. He expressed 
himself as being deeply wronged, and said 
that he was sorry that on such an occasion 
he should be forced to protect hig gharacter 
and reputation from such insinuations. 

Dr. Jackson was resting well yesterday, 
and his physicians think that with proper 
care and patience, he will speedily recover.

A motion was made to refer the matter to 
the committee on almshouse with the power 
to act. But the members of this committee 
did not care to take upon themselves this 
responsibility amd the motion was made 
to the effect that the committee investigate 
thoroughly the question of @ purchase and 
report back to the board at the next meet- 
ing. Dr. J. W. Nelms is chairman of the 
almshouse committee and stated yesterday 
that he thought the idea of the purchase 
was one that deserved consideration and 
thar he was glad his committee simply had 
to report to the board without taking any

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‘Apharetta Man Was Knocked 
‘and Robbed Y Morning, 
BHADOWED FROM DECATUR STREET 


His Money and Watch Taken from Him, 
and He Was Left Senseless on the 
tae. Sidewalk.

Shadowed from the wicked but alluring 
precincts of Decatur street into a lone, 
dark. spot and there sandbagged, beaten 
and robbed! | 

That is the thrilling story of the Tuesday 
night adventures of C. J. Hunter, the wall 
paper hanger, who for four years was in 
the employ of M. M. Mauck, of this city, 
but who now resides at Alpharetta, Ga. 

He called at police headquarters yesterday 
morning and reported the affair. He looked 
greatly. worried ‘over his great misfortune 
and his terrible encounter with a daring 
highwayman. , 

Mr. Hunter is a tall, spare man, with a 
brown mustache and browned face. He has 
the appearance of a solid workingman. and 
had in his pocket a number of testimonials 
from prominent business men. He told his 
story with an injured air. 

“I came to town to buy some material,” 
said he. “I had $40 in my pocket in bilis. 
I went into a Decatur street saloon about 
10 o’clock and bought a pint of whisky, and 
paid 30 cents for it. There were a good 
many negroes in the place at the time, and 
I am confident that they saw the roll of 
money that I had. 

“It was nearly midnight when I started 
out to a friend’s home on Alexander street. 
When I vas near Fowler street in a very 
dark place, some man came up behind me 
and gave me a terrible, stunning blow. It 
knocked me senseless; but the fellow kept 
pounding me. I was senseless for several 
minutes, and when I regained my senses I 
found that I was not only badly used up, 
but robbed. My pocket had been ripped 
open and my money taken. Not only that 
but a fine watch had been pulled from my 
vest pocket. 

“I was badly hurt and my head was giv- 
ing me awful pain where I had been struck; 
but I got up and raised an alarm. I awoke 
the neighbors, but iong before that time 
the highwayman had escaped. I then went 
on to the home of my friend. The blows from 
the highwayman did me up for the time, 
but the only effect that I now feel is a 
soreness about the head.’’ 

Mr. Hunter says he is sure that he was 
shadowed from Decatur street by some one 
who saw him with a roll of bills. The place 
where the sandbagging occurred is highly 
favorable for such a happening. It is dark 
and quiet, and occurred just at midnight. 

The detectives are at work on the story, 
but are entirely without any clue to lead 
them. Hunter did not see his assailant and 
can give no description of him. The single 
bit of a clue which they have is the watch 
which was taken from Hunter, and by this 
they may be able to identify the robber if 
he is ever found. 


WEATHER YESTERDAY AND TODAY.

The Weather Man Predicts Will Be 
Very Mach Alike. 

After a period of comparatively clean and 
dry weather in the southeastern states, 
yesterday appears to have been marked by 
increasing cloudiness and considerable 
rain, which was, however, generally quite 
light, except at Jacksonville, Fila.; where 
there was slightly over an inch’ of rain- 
fall during the day. In Georgia rain fell 
at ohe or two points, but was very light, 
indeed—in fact, scarcely worth mentioning.

and Mr. Downing Gets One, 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE PLANS ADOPTED 


Sketches of Them Made trom the 
Drawings of the Architects. 


THE GREAT WORK IS PUSHING ON 


Mr Gilbert Talks of His Plansand of the 
Grounds-Who He Is—A Review of 
the Work of the Committees. 


The exposition plans have been adopted. 
At its meeting yesterday afternoon the ex- 
ecutive committee endorsed ind approved 
the action of the joint committee to which 
had been submitted the work of making a 
selection, and the decision of both commit- 
tees was that of the six main buildings 
jet, five of them are to go to Mr, Bradford 
L. Gilbert, of New York, and one to Mr. 
Walter T Downing, of Atlanta. 

To Mr. Downing is awarded the adminis- 
tration building, which will, under his 
plans, be one of the prettiest and most 
artistic of exposition buildings. By their 
decision in awarding to Mr. Gilbert the five 
other buildings—manufactures, agriculture, 
machinery, minerals and forestry, and elec- 
tricity—the board selects Mr. Gilbert as its 
consulting architect in charge of the ex- 
position work. 

That the decision is a wise one, all the 
members of the board agree. It was reach- 
ed after three days of close study, during 
which the merits of each architect were 
considered and his work was discussed in 
detail. 

The Committee’s Work Begins. 

When it assembled Monday morning, the 


committee opened all the plans and made 
a close study of the different featuges of 
each set. After weighing everything which 
had to be taken into consideration and 
civing a particularly close study to the 
estimated expense, the matter resolved 
itself to the consideration of those sub- 
mitted by the six firms of architects. The 
six were: Mr. Downing, of Atlanta; Messrs. 
Bruce & Morgan, of Atlanta; Mr. Chamber- 
lin, of Knoxville; Mr. Bleckley, of New 
York; Messrs. Hutchison & Hammond, of 
Mobile; and Mr. Gilbert, of New York.

As _to color, it is too early 
to discuss that, but I had thought of a very 
light gray with white trimmings and I am 
certain that that weuld give a delightful ef- 
fect to the whole, though, as I say, that is a 
matter for after consideration. 

“We will go to work at once on these 
plans. The drawings will principally be 
made at my New York office, but I will send 
& man right down here next week to make 
the necessary computations for the founda- 
tions and I will have an office here during 
the progress of this exposition work. Yes,” 
he continued, “it is no easy matter to con- 
struct buildings of the size desired dt the 
estimates made by the exposition commit- 


tees, but of one thing I am always certain, 


and that is my estimates. These buildings 
can be, and will be, constructed within the 
figures I have given to the committee. My 
whole practice has been in railroad and 
public buildings, where I have been told to 
construct buildings within amounts ap- 
propriated, and [| can safely say that I 
have always succeeded in giving thorough 
satisfaction in this respect.” 
Mr. Downing’s Building. 

Mr. Downing’s administration building 

will be one of the striking features of ar- 


chitecture in the grounds, if his picture can 


be taken as a criterion by which to judge, 
and, of course, it can. It carries the idea 
of the southern homes of ante-bellum days 
in the immense pillars at its front and is 
intensely southern throughout. The cen- 
tral portion, as is shown in the picture, is 
of double-story height, but it is designed 
to be a great central Hall for use as an art 
gallery if the board so desires. At either 
side are the rooms for the officers and for 
the press. 
' Who Mr. Gilbert Is. 

In securing the services of Mr. Gilbert, 
who will be consulting architect to the 
company, the exposition secures the ser- 
vices of one of the most prominent men in 
his profession in America. Mr. Gilbert be- 
gan his professional career in 1871. He was 
born at Watertown, N. Y., and ever since 
he began as an architect he has had an 
office in New York. He has made a spe- 


cialty of railroads and public strucfures/ 


He has a central office in the Tower build- 
ing in New York, a western office in the 
Auditorium tower in Chicago, and an east- 
ern office in the Ames building, ‘Boston. 
Some of the railroads for which he is the 
consulting architect are the following: 
New York Central and Hudson River Rafl- 
road Company, New York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad Company; Grand Rapids 
and Indiana Railroad Company, 
Nattonal Railroad Company, Flint ana 
Pere Marquette Ratlroad Company, 
cord and Montreal Railroad Company,. Old 
Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern Railroad Company, Georgia Rail- 
road Company, Michigan Central Railroad 
Company, New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, Boston and 
Maine Railroad. Company, Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, New York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad Company, New York and 
New England Railroad Company, Morgan’s 
L. and T. Railroad and Steamship Com- 
pany. 

In the construction of these buildings 
shingle coverings will be used—that is, the 
entire outsides will be covered with 
shingles. This was determined by the com- 
mittee after a full discussion of the various 
building materials, and of the cost of each. 
The question of coloring is, of course, an 
after consideration, to be determined upon 
by the committee after a study of the 
grounds and surroundings with the archi- 
tect. 

Everybody Was Happy. 

After the decision had been reached yes- 
terday afternoon, everybody connected with 
the exposition company breathed easier and 
felt happier. President Collier and all the 
members of the board have realized the im- 
portance of this step, and the meimbers of 
the committee which have had it under 
discussion have labored earnescly and con- 
scientiously in performance of the duty 
assigned to them, From the very hature 
of the question, the decision was a @'fiicult 
one to reach; but the members cf the com- 
mittees and the members of the board, 
realizing that they stand as trus.ees for 
the exposition: fund, and that they are 
accountable to the people .vor what they 
do, have done what they believe to be the 
very best thing for the exposition. 

Everybody likes the plans adopied, and 
even people who had advocated the work of 
other architects felt that certainly no mis- 
take had been made in taking the plans of 
Mr. Gilbert and Mr. Downing. 

Mr. Gilbert's Ideas. 

In speaking in general terms last night 
about his plans and about the exposition, 
Mr. Gilbert said: “I have been out over 
your grounds, and do not hesitate to say 
that I consider the possibilities of develop- 
ment for exposition purposes as beyond 
those of any other exposition grounds which 
I have ever seen. I believe it is Mr. Wil- 
kins’s idea to retain, so far as possible, the 
natural contour of the ground, and that is 
wise, for I am sure they can be made very 
beautiful, When the buildings are erected 
and the decorations of the grounds are 
developed, you will have one of the most 
attractive exposition grounds that this 
country hag ever seen.” 

I asked Mr. Gilbert to tell me something 
of his plans. 

“Tt is hardly possible,” said he, ‘to give 
more than a rough idea of them from the 
surface drawings that are shown in the pic- 
tures.: Perspective drawings would, of 
course, have shown this much better, but 
we had not the time to make them. Then, 
too, building an exposition building is very 
different from building an ordinary building 
of any other kind. ..4s the fellow said, you 
can make a house Queen Anne in front and 
Mary Anne in the rear, but you can't do 
that with exposition buildings, which are 


viewed on’ all sides.”

immense pillars, which will, I think, give 
to the entire building a stately effect. It 
is my aim’ to construct a building whose 
size will not be apparent at first, but which 
will grow on the observer. That building 
will be, as I recollect it, sixty-five feet high. 
The manufactures building carries: out the 
same Romanesque idea, but is considerably 
more elaborate. In the agricultural build- 
ing the same idea is carried out in a sort 
of pyramidical shape, and so, too, in the 
electricity building. The latter has tow- 
ers and arches, which can be brilliantly il- 
luminated, and, located as it will be at 
the foot of the lake, a great light effect 
can be secured. The towers at the corners 
of the manufactures Pbuilding are very 
large and can be used for restaurant pur- 
poses, or anything ofthe sort. The broad 
outside corridor on the second story of this 
building can also be used to magnificent 
advantage for restaurant “purposes; and,” 
indeed, ell the buildings; exéept, perhaps, 
the machinery building, have places which 
givé nothing more than a rotigh idea of 
what the buildings will be. In these small 
pictures, taken as théY are, simply from 
the flat drawings, it is impossible to give 
an adequate idea of the size or of the ele- 
vation of the buildings themselves, and, in- 


deed, the architects’ drawings give a very 
inadequate idea, as everybody can real- 
ize. 

The manufactures building is 370x216, is 
60 feet high, with a tower reaching 100 feet 
from the ground, and will be the largest 
building on the grounds, second Only, of 
course, to the great government building. 

The machinery building is 100x500, and is 
65 feet high. 

The agriculture building is 300x150, is 60 
feet high and has a 100 foot tower. 

The minerals and forestry is 80x320; the 
elevation is 35 feet, the central octagonal 
tower 60 feet. 

The elecfricity building is 91x250, 60 feet 
high with a 100 foot tower. 

The administration building has a central 
ball 560x100, and two side wings, 650x100. It 
has an elevation of 60 feet.

“MANUFACTURES BUILDING TO BE BEGUN 


Imposing Ceremonies Will Attend the

ing will be laid at Piedmont park Septem- 
ber 18th.

All of Georgia's con- 
gressmen and all of the congressmen who 
spoke for the exposition appropriation will 
receive an invitation to be present. 

The corner stone wil. be laid under the 
auspices of the Masonic fraternity. Grand 
Master John P. Shannon, of Elberton, one 
of Georgia’s foremost citizens, will have 
charge of the exerciseg. 

Every secret society in Atlanta will be in- 
vited to be present, Atlanta’s fire depart- 
ment will be there. The Fifth regiment will 
be present in even greater number than ‘at 


the field day last Monday, 


The Third artillery at Fort McPherson 
will be invite. and is.expected to be on the 
grounds in full force. Besides these com- 
bined military forces there will be thou- 
sands of patriotic Atlantians who will go 
out to see the launching forth of the actual 
work of building.

Personally, Mr. Gilbert is a typical New 
Yorker in appearance, something abovs 
the medium height and slightly inclined to 
embonpoint. He wears a heavy mustache 
and his brown hair is considerably tinged 
with gray. His face wears the imprint of 
strong character and his success in his pro- 
fession seems to prove that the surface 
indications are true in this respect. Just 
now he is engaged on twenty-three public 
buildings under process of construction, and 
that such work requires great executive 
ability goes without saying. And. he evi- 
dently has it. 

Mr. Downing Is one of the most prominent 


young architect of the south. He 
has been actively engaged in 
the practice of his profession 
here in Atlanta for six or eight 


years, and during that time has had the 
construction of a number of the handsomest 
residences in the city. He is a thorough 
artist as well as a practical architect, and 
his many friends in Atlanta are glad to see 
this recognition of his merit.

And He Was Given the Lot on Which 
the Markham House Now Stands 
ior His W ork.

Apropos of the interesting discussion 
which has been brought on by the proposi- 
tion to cnange the name of Pryor street, 
some interesting facts in regard to the 
original naming of the street have just 
come to light. 

The street was named for Atlanta’s first 
surveyor. 

There lived in Pike county in the year 
1842 a highly respected planter of Irish na- 
tionality named Samuel Mitchell. Mr. 
Mitchell was a man of conshierable. prop- 
erty and wag pretty well supplied with this 
world’s goods. * Among his holdings was @ 
large tract of land in the little town, or 
rather settlement, known as Marthasville. 

Mr. Mitchell decided to lay his land out 


in blocks, probably thinking that it would. 


be more valuable in that shape. As the 
best man for the work Mr. Mitchell select- 
ed one of his best friends and a near 
neighbor, Mr. Allen W. Prior, who was @ 
civil engineer of some considerable note. 

Mr. Prior, who was a man of considerable 
prominence ‘n the community, having serv- 
ed several terms in the Georgia legislature 
undertook the work, in consideration of the 
sum of $25, to be paid upon the completion 
of the work. 

At that time the Georgia railread was 
the line from which all distances east or 
west were measured. For this reason Mr. 
Mitchell directed Mr. Prior to lay the streets 
out at right angles to that.railroad. This 
Mr. Prior procegded to do. The streets laid 
out by this, Atlanta’s first civil engineer, 
in the little town of Marthasville, form now 
the most important thoroughfares in At- 
lanta., 

The engineer’s work was highly satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Mitchell, the owner of the land. 
In fact, he was so well pleased that he 
named one of the streets at the terminus 
of the Georgia railroad “Prior’’ street, in 
honor of the engineer who had surveyed it. 

For some reason Mr. Mitchell failed to 
pay the $25 agreed upon with Mr. Prior, 
but gave him instead the land upon which 
the Markham house now stands. At the 
time Mr. Prior thought he had received a 
poor substitute for his fee. 

Sq it is that the present name of the pros- 
pective “Grand avenue” is significant. The 
name Prior with an ‘i’? has evoluted into 
Pryor with a “‘y,”’ but the origin of the name 
is as here’ given.

A Twenty-Year-Old Boy Kills His Girl 
Wife. 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 5.—William 
F. Hayes, a young white man, twenty years 
of age, a fisherman by occupation, mur- 
dered his sixteen-year-old wife and dan- 
gerously wounded his mother-if-law, Mrs.

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The Democratic Position. 

The goldbugs in Georgia, who call 
themselves democrats, are making a 
campaign that is intended to deceive 
the people, and that will result, where- 
ever this small element has any influ- 
ence, in dividing the party. What is 
their position? They ignore entirely 
the ruinous effects of financial legisla- 
tion in this country. Whey scout the 
idea of abrogating this legislation and 
restoring silver to the place {it had in our 
currency in 1873, They would have the 
people accept the ruinous consequences 
of demonetization and perpetuate all 
the evils of the situation by coining sil- 
ver at its commercial-value. Their ar- 
gument, reduced to terms that are ea- 
sily comprehended, is this: The owners 
of gold—the money-lenders and bond- 
holders—have surreptitiously won a 
great victory. They have succeeded in 
doubling the value of all debts that are 
payable in golds Let us celebrate this 
victory and make it perpetual by ignor- 
ing the effects of unfriendly legislation 
on silver. Let us open our mints to 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
that demonetization has established. 

This is the pernicious programme that 
the goldbugs in Georgia, who call them- 
selves democrats, are advocating. They 
cover it up with a good many meaning- 
less phrases, but their purpose, stripped 
naked, is to fasten upon the people all 
the evil consequences and ruinous re- 
sults of the crime of 1873 by legalizing 
the ratio which demonetization has es- 
tablished—the ratio of 30 to 1. And 
these men claim to be in favor of “hon- 
est” money. They pretend to be willing 
to legalize and perpetuate a dishonest 
scheme, and they cry out loudly that 
they are moving in the interest of “hon- 
esty.” 

They go further than this. They 
twist and tangle the platforms of the 
party, both state and national, and make 
of them a meaningless jumble, and all 
with the intent of deceiving the people 
as to the real meaning of the platform 
pledges and as to the real purpose of 
the party. The result of this is that the 
democratic voters of the state are 
treated to a spectacle singular and un- 
precedented in the annals of the party— 
the spectacle of, a small, but aggressive, 
element parading under the name of 
democracy and vociferously denying 
that the chosen leader of the party in 
this state represents the views und pur- 
poses of the democratic organization.

so as to secure equality. That is the 
democratic position, and the party could 
hold no other on the silver question, for 
it conforms to the demands of reason, 
common sense and justice. That is the 
position of Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, the 
democratic candidate for governor, and 
that must be the position of all demo- 
crats who stand upon the national and 
state platforms. 

As Mr. Atkinson says, the democrat 
who goes on the stump in Georgia and 
opposes the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver attacks the state platform, de- 
nies the binding force of party pledges, 
and, to the extentof his influence, 
gives his party a wound. The platform 
should bind even those who make only 
a pretense of democracy, and those who 
make sinister attacks on its declarations 
should be made to feel the effect of dem- 
ocratic public opinion. 

There is another declaration of the 
goldbug editors, who pretend to be dem- 
ocrats, that is worthy of attention. They 
say that democrats who favor the frve 
and unlimited coinage of silver are popu- 
lists in disguise, and they point to the 
fact that the populists demand the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1. This is the argument 
of men who are driven into a corner. 
It is the babble of children, with all the 
attractive innocence of childhood blot- 
ted out. The populists demand an hon- 
est and an economical administration of 
the government. Does -this demand 
make an honest and an economical ad- 
ministration undesirable? The popu- 
lists declare in favor of an income tax. 
Shall the democrats, on that account, 
turn around and repeal the income tax 
law they have just passed? 

We feel that it is. imposing on the 
time and patience of sensible men to 
deal seriously with the platltudes and 
ignorant assumptions of the goldbug ed- 
itors and speakers who are displaying 
democratic colors. But we are now 
come to a period in the state campaign 
when these things must be dealt with. 
The time has arrived when the demo- 
cratic platform and the democratic posi- 
tion must be justified and defended, 
and when plain speaking is necessary. 

The democratic party of Georgia is 
not in favor of legalizing and perpetu- 
ating the fraud and robbery entered 
upon in 1873 by coining silver at its 
present commercial value—a depreci- 
ated value that has been foreed upon 
silver (and upon all property and upon 
the prices of all the staple commodities) 
by surreptitious and criminal legislation.

It. is different with men of capital and 
enterprise who are able to establish 
profitable industries in Atlanta. They 
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months to come our city will be the 
scene of phenomenal activity, but we_ 


have our limitations, and the exposition | 


and other enterprises and lines of busi- 
ness cannot possibly furnish work at 
good wages to five or ten thousand’ 
outsiders. Our advice to people out of 
employment in other towns is to remain 


at home where they are known, There | 


will be a general improvement in a 
short-time, and then labor will be in 
demand everywhere. A workingman 
with only a few dollars makes a serious 
mistake when he goes hundreds of 
miles to a strange city, expecting to get 
a good job for the asking. We believe 
that after the exposition our new enter- 
prises will call for more labor, but for 
months to come the home supply will 
be fully equal to the demand. 


A Plea for Fair Elections. 

The recent meeting in Cobb county, 
participated in by citizens of all parties, 
made a plea for. a fair ballot which can- 
not fail to be heard and felt all over the 
state. 

Democrats, populists and republicans 
united in this meeting and-unanimous- 
ly agreed that the public good demand- 
ed a reform in our election methods. It 
was decided that contending parties 
should be represented on the board of 
managers and clerks of election at every

No 
state will long submit to such methods. 
In Louisiana within the “past few 
months the people have demanded of 
the legislature a new election law that 
would protect the ballot, and failing to 
get it, they propose to make the mat- 
ter the leading issue at the next elec- 
tion. In every state where corruption 
has obtained a foothold at the ballot 
box the people have finally protested 
and demanded a reform. No state can 
submit to this evil without being placed 
under the ban of public opinion, and 
capital and enterprise will shun such 
localities until the assurance is given 
that the will of the people will be fairly 
ascertained and duly respected. 

The Cobb county resolutions, repre- 
senting the sentiment of the best men 
of all parties, will be generally endorsed 
in Georgia. In this enlightened state 
we can trust the people. 

tive the people a fair chance and 
carry out their solemnly expressed will. 
This is the very foundation, the basic 
principle, of a representative govern- 
ment. 

Georgia is freer than certain other 
states from the evils of corruption and 
intimidation in elections, but we should 
get rid of the last vestige of them. Any 
interference with a fair ballot is a crime, 
and its consequences may be of untold 
magnitude. The work of reform has 
been auspiciously inaugurated and the 
democrats should push it to a success- 
ful completion. As the party of the peo- 
ple it is the mission of the democrats to 
make it absolutely certain that the vo- 
ters of this state shall have a fair bal- 
lot and an honest count everywhere.

Wages and the Tariff.

Pretending to be op- 
posed to European low wages, it has 
aided by every means in its power to 
establish and uphold the inadequate 
financial system which has reduced Eu- 
ropean wages to so low a standard.

Town after town has 
been licked up by the flames, and the 
loss of life is appalling, while it seems 
that some fifteen counties have been 
swept bare. 

It is too early to estimate the finan- 
cial loss, but it has not escaped the at- 
tention of our readers that many east- 
ern investors are among the heaviest 
losers. The Cornell university, for in- 
stance, loses about $1,000,000 by this 
wholesale destruction of timber. 

What will be the aftermath? It is 
easy to answer the question. Vast 
tracts in the northwest will now be 
come arid land, and the farmers will 
be unable to make them productive 
without resorting to artificial irrigation. 
The blizzards of winter and the cyclones 
of, summer will have nothing to check 
or turn them aside. The evils of drought 
will be intensified, and it will be diffi- 
cult to produce a quarter crop of any- 
thing. 

In the course of two or three genera- 
tions a judicious. system of forestry 
may change all this, but why should the 
intelligent and industrious farmers of 
Minnesota and Wisconsin endure these 
hardships without hope of any improve- 
ment in their lifetime? Why should 
these good people continue to wage their 
unequal warfare against the invincible 
forces of nature?. Tkey will find it easy 
to better their condition by seeking 
homes in the south. Here they will find 
a cordial welcome, cheap and produc- 
five lands, and institutions and a society 
with which they will readily assimilate. 
In the south they will escape the twin 
fiends of fire and frost, and our mild 
climate will enable them to till their 
flelds every month in the year. 

Why stay in the northwest to burn or 
freeze, and toil without recompense, 
when the fair south offers security, hap- 
piness and prosperity? These questions 
deserve the serious consideration of the 
people of the great northwest.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Before estimating the coming wheat crop 
we should hear from the Argentine Republic. 
A. correspondent in that country writes to 
The London Times: “In spite of the low 
prices now ruling for wheat, a large in- 
creased area of land.is being broken up 
along the railways in the provinces of 
Buenos Ayres, Santa Fe and Entre Rics. 
Should the next harvest be a favorable one, 
it is estimated that the amount available 
for export will not fall far short ef 2,500,000 
tons. This will, of course, give plenty of 
freight or the railways traveraing the grain 
districts, and, if other circumstances are 
favorable, may mean the beginning cf ict- 
ter days for many of the compames. This 
increase in the wheat-growing area of the 
Argentine is somewhat curious when the 
starvation prices of today are considered. 
But the production is chiefly the worh of 
Italians who have emigra:ed with their 
families of late years from lIialy. These 
people take up a piece of land an Jo vli the 
manual labor themselves; they grow what 
food they need, and are content with very 
little; they spend nothing beyond what is 
absolutely necessary in the matter of 
clothes, and nothing in luxuries. Hence, 
whatever return they get from their crops 
is a pure gain for them, and is available 
to pay the installments due on the land 
they have selected. In many cages the land 
owner gives the land and receives 12 per 
cent of the gross product of the crops as 
his rent. Under these circumstances the 
cost of the production of wheat is extremely 
small and compares favorably with the 
cost of cultivation in other countries.”

SHE 18 THE WIFE OF A WELL-KNOWN MAN 


Identified Her from the Pidture Sent by 


Chief Connolly—Mre. Hicken Shown 
the Letter—Declares It False. 


‘Mrs. George Hicken has proven to be the 
most mysterious prisoner that Atlanta 
officers have ever had to deal with. In the 
course of her meteoric career she has sailed 
under no less than twelve aliases, and with 
every change of the moon comes some new 
tale of her exploits or incidents as to her 


past life. 
If an inhabitant of Saturp should fall to 


earth he would be identified more easily 
than this woman who occupies the parior 
cell in the Fulton county jail. Thus far her 
Rife history, except for the story which she 
herself tells, is sealed. More mysterious 
still is the man with whom she is incar- 
eerated, and who rather than leave her 
preferred jail life to libertv. 

Now comes a letter from Titusville, which 
shows up the lady in a new light and which, 
if true, proves that the man now with her 
is not her husband. The letter, which was 
geceived by Chief Connolly yesterday, was 
written by the cashier if the Indian River 
State bank, and it says that the lady is the 
wife if M. M. McFadden, a man well known 


in that section. Inquiry from that town 
has been coming to Uhief Connilly for some 
time, and in reply he forwarded one of the 
photos obtained by a representative of The 
Constitution while Mrs. Hicken was in 
jail. at Marietta. This  pnotograph was 
taken in Titusville and in the letter of the 
cashier he states that the negative is still 
at a photographer's in thar piace. 

Mre. tiicken was seen yevierday after- 
nooh. She was preparing medicine for her 
husoand, who she said gad been sick for 
several days. The ietter was read over by 
her. 

‘“There’s not a word of that so. I never 
was in ‘iitusvilie and my name is not Mrs. 
Mer'adden. Ai of this is utterly raise. |] 
KRow nothing avout it. 1 don’t care to 
Say ANyYlNing e@ise eXcepl Uhat these state- 
MuckhtS @Ovui Me ure toially iaise.’’ 

Following is the letter received by Chief 
Connolly: 

“Litusville, September 4.—Your favor of 
the slst received, together witn pheto of 
tae WOoMaNn sWwinuier now jn ku.ton county” 
jail. As expected, she is the same woman 
wWno torgeu several checks On this van, 
victimizing the Kxchange bank, of Macon, 
Ga., to ume expense of lov, the Parker 
house, vf Boston, Muss., and several other 
parties. Her right name is Mrs. McFadden 
and she belongs at Mcibourne, fia., a place 
on the Indian river thirty miles below here. 
She is the wife of M. M. Mck'adden and is 
well known in this section. 

‘The first forgery that she ever commit- 
ted, that we Know of, was at St. Augus- 
tine a year ago last March, wien she torged 
the name of Roy McFadden, her son sign- 
ing his name ¢o a check on us and making it 
payable to Mrs. E. McFadden. The son at 
first refused to accept the check, prorfounc- 
ing it a forgery, but afterwards he paid it, 
but would not disclose the identity of the 
forger. Some two months after the Ex- 
change bank, of Macon, wired us if we 
sould pay three checks of $50 each drawn 
by E. L._ Brady, a prominent merchant of 
this place. We wired back that we would. 
When the checks reached us by mail they 
proved ‘to be forgeries. This time she 
représented herself at the Macon bank as 
the wife of E. L. Brady. The bank there {gs 
out -$150 and protest fees. 

“Again last October the Massachusetts 
bank, of Boston, wired us to know if-we 
woull pay U. D. Hendrickson’s check for 
$52. When the check reached us it proved 
a forgery. It seems that she went to the 
Parker house, one of the most fashionable 
hotels in Boston, re,cesenting herself as 
the wife of U. D. Hendrickson, a prominent 
merchant of Lake Worth, Fla. hen ready 
to leave she gave her husband’s check on 
this bank, and to make sure that the check 
was all right the Massachusetts National 
bank wired us. They likewise were out $52. 

“About a month ago the writer saw an 
associated press dispatch from Marietta, 
Ga., telling of the arrest of a woman there. 
Her methods described were so much like 
the other swindles that the writer was 
prompted to write on to find something 
about her. Her right name is Mrs. Mc- 
Fadden. The negative of the photo which 
you sent is here. We have just learned 
that she swindled a John L. Day, a promi- 
nent man of Chicarco, out of $50. We take 
the liberty of sending the photograph to 
the bank of Macon with the request that 
they forward it to you.

iT 18 THE ANNUAL MEETING 


Officers Are to Be Elected in Addition to 
the Other Work to Be Done. 
W hat They Say. 


The annual meeting of the Atlanta Pro- 
hibition Club will be held tonight at 8 
o'clock, and developments of a highly 1n- 
teresting and decidedly political character 
are expected. 

In many respects the meeting will be one 
of unusual significance and importance. 
Besides the matter of electing an entire 
new set of officers, the clu¥ will name an 
entire ticket for city officers to be elected 
at the coming election. Their selections will 
be made from the present supply of can- 
didates already in the field. 

The latter work is, of course, the matter 
of primary importance, a]though there is a 
great deal of interest centered in the elec- 
tion of new officers’ to serve the club for 
the coming year. The individual members 
of the club believe that it is very impor- 
tant to put forward their very best leaders 
at this juncture, as they expect to play no 
inconsiderable part in the race that is al- 
ready on. 

The present officers of the club are: Pres- 
ident, Mr. A. J. Shropshire; secretary, Mr. 
John 8S. Cook. It is said that there are 
two factions in the club, as is usual in 
similar organizations; but just what the 
relative strength of the two sides is, is a 
question. Anyway, it is a safe prophecy 
that there will be more than one set of 
candidates before tonight’s meeting. Who 
will be put up for election is merely 4 
matter of surmise, and not even the lead- 
ing members of the club will say any- 
thing. 

But they are willing enough to talk 
about the selection of a ticket for city of- 
fices. They declare that they will put 
out a full ticket and that that ticket will 
be the winner in the primary of October 3d. 

‘We hold the balance of power,” said 
one of them yesterday, “gm we are going 
to use it. We are not going outside of the 
candidates already announced to get our 
men, either. There are enough candidates 
already in the field to suit us. 

“W are going to be guided by the action of 
no setofmen. We will act independent of 
the committee of fifty-eight or of the ward 
meetings, and it is extremely likely that 
our ticket. will contain names vf men who 
are now on both of the tickets in the field. 
That means that it will not be the ticket 
of the Chamber of Commerce meeting nor 
the ticket of the mass meetings; but part 
of ‘both that will win. It is hardly likely 
that we will endorse the whole of either one 
of the two tickets. 

“We are in position to make a winning 
campaign this time. We are better organ- 
ized than ever before. Our members have 
pledged themselves to vote the ticket we 
name, and that pledge is in writing. We 
are antagonistic to no one. We are making 
no anti-whisky fight; but we are working 
for the best men to represent Atlanta in 
the city council and in the other offices.’”’ 

It is understood that the ticket that will 
be named tonight will be selected without 
reference to the views of the candidates 
on the whisky question. 

The claims of the club are highly hopeful, 
and it will be interesting to watch the re- 
sults of their coming together. The pro- 
ceedings will be of the entertaining kind, 
no doubt.
